NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—J. Willard 
Robinson, formerly a stenographer 
in the office of Jeremiah A. O'Leary, 
is accused of carrying messages be- 
tween O' Leary and German agents in 
Holland in 1917, in an indictment 
for treason returned here today by 
the Federal grand jury. 

Robinson, the indictment states, 
went to Rotterdam on an American 
tank steamship ip April, 1917, and 
delivered to Frank Richards, al- 
leged to be a German agent, corre- 
spondence from 0 and from 
Mme. Marc de Victorica, John T. 
Ryan and Herman Weasels, who, 
with O'Leary, were indicted last 
spring on charges of conspiracy to 
commit treason and espionage. In 
June of the same year, it is charged, 
Robinson arrived here with secret 
correspondence. 

The messages, the indictment 
states, were in invisible ink and one 
from O'Leary and Ryan asked the 
German government what assistance 
it could give the fight for freedom 
for Ireland. 

The reply to this inquiry, accord 
ing to the indictment, was that while 
the German government was in 
sympathy with Ireland, it suggested 
that action be deferred until the 
Peace Conference, when it would 
support the Irish claims.

New Impost Returns Startle

War Revenue Measure Takes 
Most of Incomes. 


Greatest Burden to Fall on the 
Man of W ealth.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 20.—JIn 
working out for the first time sev- 
eral concrete examples as to the 
extent to which corporations and 
individuals will be called upon to 
help meet the war expenditures by 
payment of taxes on income and 
profits of the calendar year 1918, 
under the terms of the new reve- 
nue law about to be enacted, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Wardell 
said that he had not heretofore fully 
realized the unprecedented: scope of 
the taxes about to be collected to 
bring in the $6,000,000,000 contem- 
plated by the framers of the bill. 

Total internal revenue collections 
in 1917 for the entire country, re- 
ported at the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30, 1918, amounted to $3,694,- 
703,000, of which $2,839,083,000 
came from income and excess prof- 
its and $855,619,000 from a multi- 
tude of miscellaneous sources. 

Under the terms of the Senate 
bill the married man or head of a 
family has a $2000 exemption. A 
single person has an exemption of 
$1000 only. For each dependent 
child a married man gets an exemp- 
tion of $200. ; 

The normal tax is 6 per cent. on 
the first $4000 of income above ex- 
emption. For «a married man with 
no children the rate is therefore 6 
per cent. on any amount in_excess of 


It is 12 per cent. in excess of $6000. 

In the case of a single person 
whose exemption is $1000, the tax 
on an income of $2000 would be $60 
as against $20 under the law of 
1917; on an income of $3000 he pays 
$120, as against $40 in 1917, and 
on an income of $6000 he pays $2490, 
as against $80 in 1917. 

Incomes up to $5000 is exempt 
from surtax. On income in excess 
of $5000 and not in excess of $6000, 
the rate is 1 per cent. The rate then 
advances 1 per cent. for each addi- 
tional $2000 up to $100,000, so that 
it runs 2 per cent. from $6000 to 
$8000: 5 per cent. from $8000 to 
$10,000, and so on. Above $100,- 
600 the advances are irregular but 
climb rapidly. 

Tabulations made with a net in- 
come in Wardell’s office showed that 
a person with a net income of 
$1,500,000 will have to give up $1,- 
988.030 to the government, while a 
taxpayer with net income amounting 
to $1,000,000 will be called upon to 
relinquish 170,030 The mad with 
an income of $500,000 will be liable 
to a tax of $323,030; net incomes of 
$300,000 and $200,000, respectively, 
will pay $173,030 and $101,030. 

“Partnerships are not to be taxed,”

A RETURNED SOLDIER 
ON THE BOLSHEVIKL 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 18. 

[To the Editor of The Times:] 
As @ returned soldier, as one who 
has just stepped out of the ranks of 
the United States Army to resume 
my place as a private citizen, I wish 
to express to you on certain recent 
political events my views which I 
believe coincide with those of other 
American soldiers who have done

For the protection 
not only of the rights of neutral 
etates and small nations, but for the 
protection of our own sovereignty, 
lives and property. recognized 
“function of any government is that 
of protection.

With this conception 6f the duties 
and function of a government I, as 
one Who volunteered to give up my 
life if it was necessary in order 
that the world might de made a de- 
cent place to live in, read with heat- 
ed indignation of oven meetings be- 
ing permitted which are held for the 
sole purpose of concocting plans for 
the undermining and disruption of 
our whole socia; and political order. 
During the past week the sationa! 
labor congress, convening unham- 
pered in Chicago, has conducted the 
largest open meeting of sedition and 
revolution that America, and per- 
haps the whole world, has ever seen. 
Threats of war, general strikes and 
a programme lated to inaugu- 
tate in this country a reign of ter- 
ror upparalleled even in the days of 
the French revolution or the pres 
ent chaos in Russia has been lis- 
tened to end loudly cheered. Every 
principle and inst tust ton of our pres- 
ent political and economic order bas 
been denounced. All of those in- 
struments, Institutions and guiding 
principles which society has worked 
out and perfected in the process of 
its development, everything which 
civilized people have found neces- 
sary and fundamental to soctal sta- 
bility and welfare have been singled 
out for destruction. Private pro» 
erty. the elzht-hour working day, 
competition and special rewards for 
managerial skill have been de- 
nounced with the same vehemence 
ae the decisions of our courts of jus- 
tice.

FIVE-MINUTE DELIBERATION 


GIVEN ALLEGATION OF
